Please:

FILEWITH THE PROPERTY VALUATION ADMINISTRATOR OR REVENUE CABINET BY
MAY 15, 2002. ALL RETURNS POSTMARKED AFTER MAY 15, 2002, WILL BE ASSESSED
FOR THE TAX PLUS APPLICABLE PENALTIES AND INTEREST BY THE REVENUE
CABINET.
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There is no filing extension provision for tangible personal property tax returns. Individual intangible returns can be
extended to the approved federal income tax extension date. Tangible and intangible personal property tax returns filed after

May 15, 2002, will not be allowed a discount.

Enter your Social Security or Federal Employer Identification Number on al returns, schedules, attachments and

correspondence.
Sign all returnsand list appropriate telephone numbers.

DO NOT FILE personal property tax returns with the income tax return. Submit them separately.

DO NOT SEND PAYMENT WITH THE RETURN. Taxeswill be payable to the sheriff after bills are prepared and no earlier

than September 1 on the tangible or intangible returns that were timely filed.
